LITTLE WILL ME DONE. 

By the Ways and Means Committee 
During the Holidays. 
Washington, December 24.—The consider- 
ation of the bilis providing for the admis- 
sion of the territories to the union as states, 
will be delayed sumewhat after the recon- 
vening of congress by the marriage of 
Senator Faulkner, chairman of the senate 
committee on territories, which will occur 
on the 3d of January, the day set for the 

reassembling of congress. 

While some of the members of the ways 
and means committee worked dur- 
ing the recess, others are making 
a holiday of it. In fact, it is 
claimed that little can be done until 
the eleven majority members of the ways 
and means committee come together and 
accept either majority or minority reports 
of the subcommittee on internal revenue. 
Messrs. McMillin and Bryan reported a 
plan in favor of an individual income tax. 
wir. Miv@tgomery reported against it and 


Suggested a plan of tax on the incomes - 


for invested wealth. 
Mr. Montzuemery’s Argument, 

Mr. Montgomery defends his plan ®@f@ 
Says that he could get into any community 
and combat any argument for the plan sug- 
gested by the other members of the commit- 
tee. 

“In the first place,’’ said Mr. Montgom- 
ery, “if a man has $100,000 and engages in 
any business enterprise, he will give em- 
ployment to many people and is a benefit 
to the community. If he makes $20,000 a 
year and spends it, I don’t care how, the 
money gets in circulation and benefits the 
people. If the profits are invested in stocks 
and bonds, the man does not spend it, but 
gets a return in interest and upon such 
return, he should pay taxes for the support 
of the government. The money which a 
man earns and spends is Kept in circula- 
tion, and no matter where or how, it 
reaches many people and is constantly do- 
ing food. When a man having $1,000 or 
any such man chooses, rather than invest 
it himself, to loan it to those who are more 
venturesome, who have more energy an: 
enterprise and who wish to engage in busi- 
ness on such capital, he becomes a drone 
in society, is supported by the work of 
other persons, and he should not complain 
if he is taxed for a very small part of his 
profits.” 

While Mr. Montgomery was talking Mr. 
Stevens, of the committee, said in a jocu- 
jar manner th@ 37 b@>a@ tha’ he wou.d 
win over members of the committee who 
disagreed about the income tax to support 
a proposition to put a duty on sugar to 
make up the deficit, which was expected 
to be raised by the tax on incomes. 

This is only an indication thet all the 
members of the comBeuiee, as well as many 
*4n the house, are not altogether satisfied 
with the income tax propositian and that 
a duty on sugar is yet a question to be con- 
sidered. 

A Movement for Peace. 

William E. Blackstone has presented to 
President Cleveland and Secretary Gresham, 
the memorial adopted by the world’s Colum- 
bian commission, asking that steps be taken 
to secure the arbitration of international 
disputes. President Cleveland has made 
reference to this subject in his annual mes- 
sage, and today expressed gratification that 
so much had been accomplished. Secretary 
Gresham said he would take measures to 
have the fac simile of the memorial sent 
to all the foreign governments, and they 
will Be asked to take steps to bring about 
a conference to carry out the plan which 
originated at Chicago. 

Mr. Blackstone was made honorary com- 
missioner for the purpose of securing sig- 
natures to the memorial, and acting under 
a resolution of the commission, he has ob- 
tained many endorsements, securing the 
Signatures of the commission from some 
forty different nations which participated 
in the exposition. They include Sir Richard 
Webster, of England: George R. Cock- 
burn, of Canada; Enrique Dupuy de Lome, 
of Spain; Admiral Maurity, of Brazil; Dr. 
Anton von Palitareches Palmforst, of Aus- 
tria; T. Hekky Bey, of Turkey; Nyanmatka, 
of an; Professor Dr. Sheppan Wartsolde, 
of Germany; Chun Quan Kee, of China; 
also the commissioners from the different 
states and territories of the United States. 
Th* directors and officials of the exposi- 
tion, many of the chairmen and speakers 
of the congress of the world’s conzres& 
auxilary, including Cardinal Gibbons, Mon- 
signor Satolli, Dr. Phillip Schoff, Bishop Mer- 
rill, Joseph Cook, Mr. Moody, Rev. Alex- 
ander Mackay Smith, Lady Somerset, Lady 
Aberdeen and Josiah Quincy, also the edi- 
tors of the principal daily papers of New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Wash- 
ington; Ex-President Harrisor, Secretary 
Morton, Comptrolicr Eckles, Chief Justice 
Fuller. Secretary Herbert, of the navy, and 
Daniel Lamont, secretary of war; Senators 
John Sherman, William P. Frye, and sev- 
eral of the most prominent business men of 
the country, including John D. Rockefeller, 
Pierrepont Morgan, Jesse Seligman, George 
M. Pullman, George Gould, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt and others. 

The Mcmorinal. 

The memorial and signatures make a large 
volume, and will be engraved in fac simile 
for presentation to the government. The 
memorial is as follows: 

“To the sovernments of the world: The 
undersigned citizens of many countries 
gathered at the Columbian exposition at 
Chicago, in the United States of America, 
recognizing the advantages accruing to 
those nations which have pursued the poli- 
ey «of arbitrating international disputes 
and desiring that the like benefits may in 
the fifttire be enjoyed by all nations, and 
dee this a fitting opportunity, do here- 


by join in this memorial to all our various 
governments, praying that they will united- 
ly agree by mutual treaties to submit for 
settlement by arbitration all such inter- 
national questions and disputes as shall 
fail of satisfactory solution by ordinary 
peaceful negotiations. 

“And for this, the petitioners will ever 
pray. It is requested that this copy shall 
be presented to each of the governments of 
the world.” 


CRISP IS FOR IT. 


He Wants the Tariff Bill Put Through 
Promptly. 

Washington, December 24.—(Special.)— 
“I. am in full sympathy,” said Speak- 
er Crisp, ‘‘with the letter and spirit of 
these resolutions.”” The speaker held in his 
hand a copy of the New York paper con- 
taining the.text of the resolution adopted 
by the Tammany Hall committee on organ- 
ization at their meeting Thursday night. 

The substance of the resolution was that 
popular doubt and uncertainty as to the 
outcome of the pending tariff legislation 
should not be permitted further to harrass 
business ventures to the great injury apd 
suffering of both employer and workingman 
and that Tammany Hall therefore urges the 
speedy passage of the: proposed tariff law. 
“The democratic majority of the house,” 
continued Mr. Crisp, ‘‘will use every effort 
to send the tariff bill to the senate hy the 
last of January. That will leave twenty- 
nine days including Sundays, in 
which the bill may be debated. 
The time is sufficient. We have, 
of course, no desire to prevent our 
republican friends irom giving fullest ex- 
pression to their opposition to the measure, 
wut the country is demanding speedy set- 
tlement of the matter, and with this demand 
we purpose complying. 

“If the republicans who wish to speak 
outnumber the calendar days of the month 
then the legislative day must be increased. 
We shall meet at 11 o’clock and sit until 6 
o’clock. If we need more time we shall 
have night sessions. Under these circum- 
stances the bill will pass the house not later 
than January 3lst.’’ 


HOGE WILL EXPLAIN. 


Colonel Penn Says He Is Preparing a 
Statement for the Press. 
Richmond, Va., December 20.--Col- 
onel J. E. Penn, of Roanoke, brother- 
in-law of Colonel J. Hampton Hoge, whose 
recall by Mr. Cleveland as he was about 
to sail from San Francisco to Amoy, China, 
to which place he had been eppointed a8 
consul, has attracted so much attention, 
arn ved in the city yesterday, and is a guest 

at the Murphy hotel. 

When approached by a Dispatch reporter 
and asked for a statement as to what ex- 
planation Colonel Hoge had made relative 
to the charges which have been preferred 
against him at the state department, he 
said: 

“Colonel Hoge left Roanoke for Washing~ 
ton last night at the same that I left for 
Richmond. He has no tdea whatever of 
resigning his position at Amoy, China, but 
goes to Washington for the purpos*s of 
demanding a thorough and complete ipvyes- 
tigation of the charges that have been pre- 
ferred against him, and the rumors that 
have been promulgated about him, presum- 
ably by evil-disposed persons. 

Can Clear Himsclf. 

‘He is confident that he will be abie to 
clear himself from all the charges which 
the state department may produce against 
him. In a few days he will make a detailed 
statement for the press, in which he will 
show conclusively that he has been guilty 
of no dereliction\of duty, nor conduct unbe- 
eoming a gentieman. 

‘In conversation, with me, after his re- 
turn to Roanoke, “Colonel Hoge admitted 
having gone on a spree in San Francisco 
after hé had read the press dispatches stat- 
ing that his appointment had been revoked. 
He denies, however, that he was drunk on 
the train from New Orleans to San Francis- 
co while en route to China, and the state- 
ment that he engaged in an altercation 
with the conductor of the train. He fur- 
ther denies that he was intoxicated prior 
to his perusal of the unfounded report 
sent out by the press associations that ais 
appointment had been revoked. 

The Reports Garbled. 

“The report as to his conduct while at 
El Paso ,Tex., I do not care to discuss. 
I consider that this matter is exclusively 
of a personal nature, and does not concern 
the public. I will state, however, that the 
reports which emanated from that place 
were of a muck garbled nature. 

“In relation to the check which he gave 
Mr. Raleigh, of Baltimore, on his wife's 
bank account, I have made a statement, 
and I can only add to my former statement 
that there is no evidence whatever of any 
intention to defraud on his part. 1 Khow 
that when he returned to Roanoke one of 
his first acts was to deposit a sum of money 
in th» First National bank, of Roano’e, a 
receipt for which he showed me, and to 
write and authorize Mr. Raleigh to draw on 
that deposit for the amount of the check, 
which had been protested. 

“Tt do not care to presage the president's 
actions in this matter, put I am thoroughly 
conversant with the whole affair, and I can 
see no grounds whatever for Colonel Hoge’s 
removal.” 


COMMISSIONERS DISSATISFIED. 


Say They Have Not Been Fairly Trent- 
ed by the Bureau of Awards. 
Chicago, December 24.—The dissatisfaction 
of foreign comypissioners with the treat- 
ment accorded them by the bureau of 
awards of the world’s fair does not seem 
to diminish. Chairman Thatcher sent to 
Chicago last week the list of awards 
granted to foreign countries. Secretary 
Dickinson had them conveyed to 
the several commissioners. 
Senor de Lome, of Spain, received them he 
receipted for the list, and in addition wrote 
a letter to Mr. Dickinson in which he said, 

concerning the list: 

“The document is a worthless and useless 
list of names copied from our records, and 
is not the official statement the foreign 
commissioners asked for and obtained a 
promise from the executive committee to 
receive. I hope it will be the last time I 
shall hear from the awards. In fact, I wil] 
be delimhted if it is so. We will leave Chi- 
cago, all foreigners declaring that in the 
matter of awards we have been deceived 
and ill-treated, and that the exhibitors do 
not know whether they are prize-winners 
or not such a long time after all is -fin- 
ished.’’ 


Damnges for the Itata. 

Washington, December 24.—The indica- 
tions at present are that the government of 
the United States will consent to allow the 
Chilean claims commission to act upon the 
claim of the Chilean government for dam- 
ages for the seizure of the Itata during the 
Chilean civil war. There ts a difficulty in 
the way, however, which is due to the fact 
that the treaty under which the commissien 
was created cid not provide for the adjust- 
ment of claims held by one government 
against the other by the commission, but 
only for the consideration of claims held by 
citizens of one country against the govern- 
ment of the other. The attorneys of the 
Chilean government, however, urging ‘prop- 
erty of the consideration of the Itata claim 
on the ground that its allowance will aid 
in restoring the comity between the two 
nations, which was somewhat disturbed by 
the incidents of the Chilean trouble, and es- 
pecially because a failure to act at this 
time would render another treaty and a 
new arbitration necessary, © This govern- 
anent now seems inclined to accept this 
view of the case.

Birmingham, Ala., December 24.—(Spectial.) 
A duel occurred at Coaling, Tuscaloosa 
county, last night, in which Henry L. Nor- 
wood, a young farmer, lost his life. Rob- 
ert Englebret and Norwood, both of them 
farmers near Coaling, in that county, had 
a misunderstanding about a horse trade re- 
cently. Today they met in Coaling and 
Norwood drew his pistol and commenced 
firing. Englbret returned the fire. Several 
shots were exchanged., when Norwood fell 
dead with a bullet in his heart. Englebret 
was not arrested, as appearances indicated 
that the killing was in self-defense. 


A MONTGOMERY BLAZE. 


Several Publishing Houses Destroyed. 
Valuable Documents Burned. 
Montgomery, Ala., December 24.—(Spapial.) 
Fire broke out at l o’clock this 
morning in the store on Commerce 
street occupied by Alex McKinzle & Co., 
fancy groceries and liquors, and that store 
was completely gutted—loss about $10,000, 

covered by insurance. 

Over McKinzie’s store was occupied by 
the Excelsior Printing Company, whose 
plant was completely destroyed—loss about 
310,000, insurance $4,000. 

The plant of The Alabama Baptist in the 
adjoining building was also destroyed. The 
Excelsior Printing Company had just com- 
pleted a volume of the state supreme court 
reports which were awaiting binding, and 
they are in the ruins. Another: valuable

The Weil Auc- 
tion Company’s loss is heavy, but fully cov- 
ered by insurance. 


RAIDING A GAMBLING DEN. 


One of the Sports Killed and Two Oth- 
ers Wounded. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 24.—(Special. 
Town Marshal Philips, of Pratt City, learn 
ed. lust night that a game was in 
progress in a notorious gambling den in that 
town, and summoning five other officers, 
went to take possession of the place. As 
his posse entered the room the lights were 
extinguished by the gamblers and a promis- 
cuous fight commenced. 

During the fusilade the gamblers raised a 
window and most of them escaped. When 
the lamps were lighted, Henry Sherman, 
one of the gamblers, was found dead on 
the floor, and Sam Stern,and Isaac Milton, 
two others were groaning, it is said, with 
fatal injuries. One of the officers was aho 
seriously wounded. It is though that oth- 
ers of the gamblers were shot, as blood was 
found along the road by which they de- 
parted.

New York, December 24.—Judge Van Brunt 
has received the following letter from Dr.

23, 1892, .ommitting Hadward M. Fjeld to the 
Buffalo State hospital, there to be safely 
kept and detained until he be restored to a 
sound state of mind and understanding, -I 
have the honor to report that he has recov- 
ered from his insanity and is now in the 
state of mind and understanding contem- 
plated in your order, and we await the fur- 
ther action of the court in the premises.’”’ 
Judge Van Brunt sent this communication 
to Mr. Nicoll today. 

The district attorney said that Field would 
be brought back to this city and placed on 
trial.

LATEST FROM RIO, 


The Government Claims to Have Been 
Greatly Strengthened. 
Washington, December 24.—Minister Men- 
donca received a cablegram from Rio de 
Janeiro late last night, which he said, con- 

tained very encouraging information. 

“The government reports to me,” said 
the minister tonight, ‘‘that there have been 
several important changes of positions at 
Rio, which greatly strengthens the govern- 
ment. All the commanding islands in the 
bay are now in possession of the-govern- 
ment, ercept Vallaignon, Corbas and Pa- 
guelia.’’

Tne mnessuge was 
in the cipher of tne navy separtment ira 
was not read until this morning. Secretary 
Herbert tonight refused to zive the message 
out for publication, saying that it was 
Merely a department bus'vess commiunica- 
tion of routine nature and thut it «ontained 
no important news from Rio de Janeiro. 

“There is nothing in the message,’ he 
said, ‘“‘to indicate that there have been any 
recent victories, either for the government 
or the rebels, or that there is any material 
change in the situation.” 


CANNOT BE COMPELLED. 


Decision of a Judge Upon Board of 
Health Powers by Vaccination. 


Terre Haute, Ind., December 24.—Judge 
Taylor, of the circuit court, today gave a 
decision in regard to the power of the local 
board of health and the school authorities 
to exclude a pupil because of failure to be 
vaccinated. It is a question now being 
discussed throughout the state. Frank D. 
Blue, who is a member of the State Anti- 
vaccination Association, asked the court to 
restrain the principal of a school from pro- 
hibiting the attendance of his fon, who 
had not heen varcinated. The judge says: 


“Ag to the power of the board of health 
of the city or state, of the legislature itself, 
to compel a healthy person not having been 
exposed to smallpox to be vaccinated or 
quit school it is not necessary for the court 
to express an opinion in the present state of 
the pleadings, and i express none; but what 
I do deéide is, that under the present rules 
of the state board of health the local board 
has no power to compe! a healthy child, not 
exposed to smallpox, to be vaccinated wor 
quit school—first, for the season that the 
rules of the state board confer no such pow- 
er; second, because if they did confer such 
power the rules were never promulgated by 
ine proper authority, the county board, an 
nae game to give authority to the city 
vard.’”’

And His Wife Thinks He Has Been Kid- 
naped by Enemies. 


THEREUPON SWEARS OUT A WARRANT 


And Henry Shields, a Prominent 
Man, Is Arrested. 


THE STRANGE CASE OF E. M. BYERS 


His Doctor Says That Byers Is Eluding 
His Wife, with Whom He Cangot 
Live in Peace. 


Chicago, December 24.—Henry 
of Coleman, Shields & Co., iron 
urers of iNles, Ohio, and mana 
Girard furnace at Girard, Ohio, : 
rested last evening charged with the kid- 
napping of E. M. Byers, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
a wealthy citizen of the manufacturing 
firm of A. M. Byers, of that city. The 
warrant was sworn out vy Mrs. Byers. 

Shields arrived in the city yesterday morn- 
ing and registered at the Hotel Grace un- 
der the name of J. B. Perry, of Boston, 
Ohio. The arrest was made so quietly that 
no one about the hotel knew of it. The 
prisoner was taken before Justice Murphy 
and admitted to ‘bail in» the sum of #$10,- 
000. Attorney George S. Baker, who repre- 
sents Mrs. Byers in Chicago, Says: 

‘“‘May 13th last Henry Bb. Shields took Mr. 
Byers from the hotel in YVittsburg, where 
he was then living and brought him to Chi- 
cago. Here he was placed in charge of 
Lr. W. Lewis Tallman, house physician at 
the Great Northern hotel. Mr. Byers was, 
by various artifices and charges against his 
wife, worked into a state in which he was 
easily handled. Shortly after his arrival 
here he was placed under the immediate 
charge of a woman nurse named Diles, who 
received her directions from Dr. Tallman. 
For more than three months Mrs. Byers 
made dilligent search and inquiry for her 
husband and during this period, she says, 
Mr. Byers wrote frequently to her, but 
none of these letters reached her and when 
ne would inquire he was told that she would 
no longer care for him. After a long search 
E. M. Byers and his nurse were found in 
St. Paul. Mrs. Lyers went immediately 
there and found him. Next day Dr. Tall- 
man arrived and they returned together to 
the Great Northern hotel in this city. 
was while they were here, that Mr. Byers 
was again taken away—this time by Dr. 
Tallman, while Mrs. Byers lay it. oe 
Tallman, with the nurse, took his patient 
to Montreal, where he registered the party 
as Dr. E. M. Brown, J. L. Smith and Mrs. 
Alva Dobsen, Chicago. Since then Byers 
had been in various parts of the country. 
He has drawn personally but little money 
from his firm, yet it is estimated that since 
nis abduction last May. there has been 
spent from this source for his account a 
sum approximating $15,000. 

“At various times,” continued Mr. Baker, 
“we have asked to know Mr. Byers’s where- 
abouts, but each time were put off. The 
people who have 
have refused every proposition we have 
made. We know from statements made 
Tallman and others that Byers wants 
to go to his wife, but is held in duress and 
detained in the manner related herewith.” 

What Dr. Tallman Says. 

Dr. Tallman ridicules the story of the 
alleged kidnapping and the allegation that 
his patient is insine. He says: 

“Mrs. Byers ‘has her peculiarities, and 
twenty years of married life with her, to- 
gether with business cares, had brought on 
nervous prostration, so when Mrs. Byers 
went down to Atlantic City last May, he 
came out here to recover his health. He 
was doing finely and in August went up to 
St. Paul to the races in charge of a trained 
nurse. Mrs. Byers went up there and creat- 
ed a scene. I wen? up there and brought 
the entire party back. here. Mr. Byers said 
he would try to live with his wife. For 
fourteen days they lived together. On the 
fourteenth day he told me he could stand 
it no longer; that he was going away where 
he could have a chance to get well. Since 
then I have seen him but once. His friends 
know where he is, for he writes to them 
occasionally.”’ 

Shields left for Pittsburg today, but will 
be here on Wednesday, when his case is 
called.

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DIDN'T GET MUCH. 
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Robbers “Hold Up” a Train on the 
Southern Pacific. 

Los Angeles, Cal., December 24.—The rail- 
road brigands have again apppeared in Cal- 
ifornia and this morning attacked a South- 
ern Pacific train, bearing the treasure of 
the Wells-Fargo express. Passenger train 
No. 20, which pulled out of this city late 
last night, northbound, was held up at Ros- 
coe, a small station twelve miles north of 
here, early this morning. The train was 
stopped by two men, who covered the train- 
men with revolvers and blew open the door 
of the express car with dynamite. After 
the robbers had gone through the express 
car the train was allowed to proceed, after 
a detention of about thirty minutes. It is 
claimed that the robbers got nothing, with 
tHe exception of $10, which was taken from 
the engineer, as thev were unable to open 
the safe and everything was locked up. 

Another One in Kansas. 

Parsons, Kas., December 24.—Another and 
one of the boldest train robberies ¢ver per- 
petrated, has been recorded in the Indian 
Territory.* The robbery occurred about 8 
o'clock tonight at Seminole, a small station 
on the Kansas and Arkansas Vailey road, 
which is a div.sion of the Missouri Pacific. 
The train robbed was No. 232, a train bound 
for Little Rock, Ark. As the train ap- 
proached Seminole, the engineer saw a 
danger signai ahead and slowed up, being 
under the impression that he was tlagged 
to meet another train. As the train neared 
the switch. however, the engineer perce:ved 
that a flat car had ‘been run out of the side 
track on the main liine, and a red light 
placed on the car. As soon as the train 
reached the obstruction, the engine was 
boarded by two or three men who com- 
manded the engineer and fireman to jump 
out of their cab, which they did with alacri- 
ty. As they did so they were confronted by 
half a dozen other men armed to the teeth 
with Winohesters and revolvers. 

A detachment of the bandits then started 
towards the back of the train and as they 
proceeded, igathered in the rest of the train 
crew, who had stepped off to ascertain the 
reason for the stoppage of the train. When 
the robbers had collected all the crew, they 
were corralled and a guard placed over 
them and then they proceeded to their work 
of mulcting the express and mail cars. 
They attacked the mail car first, and met 
with no resistance. Pouch after pouch was 
opened and rifled of its contents. Then the 
letters which had been distributed in the 
pigeon holes were gone through deliberately 
and all their valuable contents extracted 
and placed in a receptacle which the rob- 
bers carmed. 

After completing their work in the mail 
car, the robbers turned their attention to 
the express car and looted it of its contents 
without the least objection from the express 
messenger, who was powerless to protect 
the company’s property against such odds. 

Having satisfied themseives that they had 
secured all the valuables in the express 
car, the gang then proceeded to the coach- 
es and made a clean _ sweep’of valuables in

ASSASSINATION IN INDIANA. 


A Prominent Attorney Shot Down by, 
an Unknown Person. 

Sullivan, Ind., December 24.—A_ terrible 
tragedy occurred here today. W. C. Huitz, 
a prominent attorney, was shot at the en- 
trance to a litfry stable. The assassin wus 
armed with a double-barreled shotgun, both 
barrels of which were discnarged in rapid 
succession, taking effect in Hi&tz’s back. 
He fell at the entrance of the stable and: 
called to @ man in the rear part of the 
Stabile that he had been shot by Lem Wil- 
lis. He died almost instantly. 

No one appears to have seen the shooting, 
which occurred at 8 o'clock, when but few 
people were out. The assassin, who ap- 
pears to have been in disguise, was seen 
to have run ¢@way from the place, dodging 
through alleys. Some three or four months 
ago, Willis suspected a criminal! intimacy 
between his wife and Hultz, and set a trap 
for them by telling his wife he had busi- 
ness in another town, which weuld detain 
him all night. She drove him to the sta- 
tion and saw him get on the train. and 
then informed Hultz that her husband 
would be away all night. The husband re- 
turned and listening at the window, discove 
ered the guilty pair.

A few days 
ago he returned and it was @nnounced he 
had come back to stay. The assassination 
was not, therefore, a matter of great sur- 
prise. About an "our after the killing, Wil- 
lis was arrested by a constable, who met 
him coming towards town. He claims to 
be innocent. 


THREE ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


Who Bound and Gagged a Farmer 
and His Daugchter-in-Law. 
Utica, N. ¥., December 24.—This morning 
three men were arrested for the robbery 
of Farmer Matthew Miner, who, last night, 
with his daughter-in-law, was gagged and 
bound and his house robbed of $1,400. A 
policeman this morning saw in the station 
suspicious characters and finallly arrested 
them. When taken to the station house 
they were searched and between $1,900 and 
2,000 was found on their persons, most of 
it in bills. A mask and a lady’s gold watch 
were also fourd. They gave their names 
as Michael Callo, Samuel Macarillo and 
Felffo Melin, of New York. Callo, afte™ a 
little persuasion, confessed the crime and 

implicated his companions. 


SHOT A YOUNG LADY 


And Then Drew a Knife Across His 
Throat. 

Aurora, Ill., December 24.—An attempted | 
murder and suicide was committed at Mont- 
gomery, a village two miles south of here, 
Saturday night. William Yates and Ellen 
Reyatte, aged sixteen, were en route to a 
Christmas entertainment, when they en- 
countered Adolphus Adcock, near the 
church. Without warning, Adcock drew a 
revolver and fired two shots at the girl, 
one taking effect in the right lung. The 
would-be assassin then cut his throat, in- 
flicting three gashes, but none fatal. The 
girl will probably die. No motive for the 
crime is given, although it is presumed it 
grew out of a love affair, but this is denied 
by the parents of, the girl. Adcock’s father 
is employed as a bookkeeper in the office of 
the Grand Trunk railway, at Detroit. Ad- 
cock was brought here to the hospital.

The two men 
grabbled and Mr. Walbridge, who is about 
sixty years old, finally got the weapon away 
from his assailant. The crank fled through 
the door and was lost in the crowd of hol- 
iday shoppers outside.

How a Drummer Raised Money in Macon 
to Defray Expenses. 


HE PAWNED HIS FIRM’S DIAMONDS 


The Pawnbroker Refused to Surrgnder the 
Goods Without His Advance—But 
the Matter Was Settled. 


Macon, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)—Last 
September a drummer by the name of Rit- 
ter, representing the jewelry firm of Plael- 
ger Bros. & Co., of Philadelphia, came to 
Macon to sell goods. From some cause he

The Philadeiphian em- 
ployed Mr. Minter Wimberly as his attorney 
to take legal steps to recover the goods, 
but the matter was finally compromised by 
the Philadelphia firm .paying Blouenstein

WOMEN AND HOME. 


Dr. Hawthorne’s Christmas Sermon De- 
fining Woman's True Realm. 


WHERE THE WIFE SHOULD REIGN 


The Doctor Says the Wife Has No Busi- 
ness Saying What Party the Hus- 
band Shall Belong To. 


Cr. Hawthorne had nothing hat rood 
words for the women yesterday. i! dis- 
cussed the woman question from a u‘fferernt 
point of view—the point of view of nome. 
The sermon abounded with beatiful suy- 
ings about the moral greatness of women, 
but it was by no means withsut the wiuel 
cutting and sarcastic references te the wo- 
man stump speaker. 

Dr. Hawthorne prefaced his remurks ty 
a personal statement. He said: 

“You will pardon me while 5 maks a 
brief personal allusion. I have tittie ‘neli- 
nation to see my sermons in print, although 
I have been urgently requested to offer them 
for publication. What I wished ty» :in.ounce 
was that through the most urgent solic‘ta- 
ion of Dr. Talmadge, I have arranzed for 
the publication of my sermons in Th? Chris- 
tian Herald, of which Dr. Talmadge i. edi- 
tor. This is the greatest religious weekly 
published in the world. It has an eor- 
mous circulation both in this country and 
in England, and can be had for the mur- 
velously low price of $1 a year.”’ 

The subject of the doctor’s sermon was 
“Happy Homes.” He read several script- 
ural quotations as the basis of his remarks. 
The doctor began by speaking of the con- 
sequencés of the Jacobin idea in France. 
He said that he could sympathize with the 
many people who enthusiastically admired 
France. That country was great in every- 
thing, but her social side was rotten. So 
rotten was it that it was sure to result in 
unutterable destruction soon or later. No 
society could live that did not respect the 
marriage ceremony. It-was a religious rite 
and was poSsessed with a religious char- 
acter. 

He spoke of the functions of the husband 
and the-wife.He said there was a realm 
where the husband was proud to see the 
wife an autocrat. In the circle of home, 
she should be supreme, but there was a 
larger realm in which the husband should 
rule. In matters concerning the welfare of 
home it was right that man should defer 
to the wishes of his wife and any right 
minded husband would do it. But the wife 
had no sort of business trying to dictate 
which political party her husband should 
belong to or what store he should trade at. 

He believed that the husband should take 
the wife into his confidence concerning his 
business. Many wives have made @ahiable 
supporters and advisers of their husbands, 
and in many instances have doubtless 
averted financial ruin. He would much 
rather credit John Smith and wife than 
Smith and Brown. He dilated upon the 
happiness and home where the husband 
and wife understood each other and worked 
harmoniously together in their respective 
spheres. 

“Come home, ye wandering women!” said 
the speaker, ‘“‘come home and lend your 
efforts to the making of a happy home.” 
Likewise he exhorted husbands who search- 
ed in clubs and theaters and places of 
amusement for their pastimes to turn their 
attention to their homes and there seek 
contentment and happiness. 

He delivered a powerful phillipic on the 
clubs. He pronounced them the worst ene- 
mies to the home to be found in the land. 
and said that they undermined society and 
married life. 

He mentioned notable instances of the 
great influence of women upon the careers 
of their husbands. He spoke of the great 
Disraeli as an example of this kind, 
When a title was offered Bea- 
consfield,, he declined it and _— said, 
“Tf I have won any recognition it belongs 
to my wife. Bestow it upon her, and when 
Disraeli retired from public life his wife 
was made Viscountess Beaconsfield. 

The Central Presbyterian Church. 

There was a large congregation at this 
church. The music by the choir was beau- 
tiful and appropriate to the season and was 
excellently well. rendered. Dr. Strickler’s 
sermon was on ‘‘The Proper Way to Pray,”’ 
from Luke xi:l, ‘‘And it came to pass as He 
was praying in a certain place, one of His 
disciples said unto Him, Lord teach us 
to pray as John also taught his disciples.’’ 

He said that there was multiple autharity 
in the Bible for prayer, and that as many 
prayers are not answered, it is obvious tk2y 
are not made in the right way. This way, 
it was important to know, and in connection 
with the text Christ has told us. 

It should first be noticed that Christ 
teaches how to pray. Many theorists have 
objected to prayer as a violation of the laws 
of nature, as opposed to the immutable de- 
crees of God, as useless because God, from 
His nature, will grant us all we need with- 
out asking for it. gut Christ Knew ail 
about the laws of nature, for He made 
them, and He knew all about the decree and 
the nature of God, for He is God, and yet he 
enjoined prayer on His disciples,4§ 

In the next place Christ taught ug how 
to pray. This He did in a perfect prayer 
as a model. It is very short. It is charac- 
teristic of Christ that He would give ina 
few words the solution of the most difficult 
religious problems. While others take vol- 
umes, Christ covers in a few senterices the 
vast area of the deepest problems. We 
should pray first that God’s name be hal- 
lowed, that His kingdom come, and His will 
be done on earth as in heaven; then we pray 
for daily bread, which includes temporal 
wants; for forgiveness of sins, and to be de- 
livered from evil. We see in the order of 
the petition that we should be_unselfish, 
that is a necessary prerequisite. We should 
pray for God first, next for our fellow 
The ‘our’ should take a’ wide 


but not stop oven there, but go to take in 
the whole commynity, the whole couniry— 
yea, the whole world. 
" Another prerequisite is that we should 
forgive our fellow men. “If ye forgive not 
men their trespasses, neither shall your 
heavenly. Father forgive ye your trespass- 
es.’’ Overlooking this makes many prayers 
unanswered. 

Prayer should be ye: with importunity, 
and earnestness. and with faith. ‘‘Ask and 
ve shall receive, Seek and ye-shall find.”’ 
‘And about the faith required, it simply 
means that we should have confidence in 
the Willingness of God to bestow anething 
that we ask if it is for our good. Let us 
“ray and faint not, then shall our prayers 
be answered, and great blessings shall come 
upon our work. 

Merritt’. Avenue Church. 


The services at Merritt’s Avenue church 
made up a happy Christmas occasion. The 
sermon itself was a musical poem and the 
music was redolent and resonant of Christ- 
mas. Mrs. Mayes, the organist, touched 
the rich organ into melody and the volun- 
teer choir, Miss Maude Secarratt, Mrs. J. 
G. Scrutchins, Messrs. Walker and Cooper, 
were in fine voice. Sesides the hymns of 
the morning the musical selections were 
“Te Deum,” Kotzschmar; ‘Magnificat,"’ 
Kline; ‘“‘The Lord Is My Light,” Marsh; 


“March Triumphkante.” 
The congregation seemed lifted on the 
voice of song’ up to a full realization of 
the day, its history, promises and bless- 
ings. 

Dr. Hopkins’s text was the 2d chapter 
and 14th verse of Luke: ‘Glory to God in 
the highest, peace on earth, good will to- 
ward men.” This in an angel song. The 
notes of it were divinely sweet, but it was 
heard by the shepherds on the Bethlehem 
plains and waked them to fear and joy as 
they watched their flocks. 

We do not propose to have skeptics ex- 
plain away the occurrence by assigning 
this as a record of the imaginings of the 
shepherds. We take it literally that when 
the angel announced that the Savior was 
born in the city of David suddenly there 
appeared a multitude of angels’ who sang 
the song of the text. Songs have always 
had strong influence; they are but the ex- 
pressions of deep. feeling so attuned as to 
convey with peculiar power their full im- 
port and intent. Job toldin the oldest book 
that the morning stars sang together for 
joy. The song of Moses is given, the song 
of Deborah, the female judge of Israel, 
has been preserved. Secular songs have 
great weight. An old Scot said: ‘‘Let me 
make the songs of a people and you may 
make their laws.”’ 

This joyful song of the Christmas-tide 
has quivered im the hearts of men ever 
since the night of the nativity, it has bound 
up broken hearts, wiped away scalding 
tears and soothed away aches to restore 
It is the mes- 
sage of love to humanity which the angels 
hed pondered back in the ese of God, 
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of divine wisdom in arranging a pian of 
salvation for the world. 

There is no joy that is not based upon 
the three grand announcements: ‘“‘Glory to 
God in the highest, peace on earth, good 
will toward men.”’ 

The service was sweetly impressive und 
all hearts seemed filled with the deep, abid- 
ing joy and peace which marks the real 
Christmas. 

Moore Memorial Charch. 


Rev. A. R. Holderby delivered one of his 
usual impressive sermons from the follow- 
ing words, “‘Where is He that is born king 
of the Jews? for we have seen His star in 
the east and are come to worship him.” 
A large congregation was present to hear 
this sermor. He gave these thoughts for 
their consideration: 

The persons who went to Herod are in 
one tradition three in number, represent- 
ing yaomth, middle age and old age, all 
seeking Jesus; so we at first have sight 
of those who can seek Jesus. 

We also learn that it was the Gentiles 
who first made a diligent search for the 
Savior, although they know He was to 
be born king of the Jews. These eastern 
shepherds had been watching this star and 
knew by its brightness that Jesus was 
bern. They were men of learning and 
knowledge and studied the heavens, yet 
God took these instruments and led them 
to Jesus. We can learn from this that 
God often takes our idols and brings us 
to Him. He may remove them from us, 
yet He does so bring us to Him. These 
wise men went at least two thousand 
miles to see this same Jesus. Yet 
there are in Atlanta thousands today whg 
would not go out of their home to hear 
miles, yet many cannot go a block here to 
went miles, yet many cannot go a block 
here to find him. 

Another thought we must remember, if 
we wish to see Jesus we must seck Him. 
He does not come to us except we desire 
find Him. 

There are stars today that lead souls 
to Jesus. It may be the prayer of a sainted 
mother or of some other dear relative or 
friend that lead a soul ‘to Jesus. Although 
that soul may have gone to Jesus, vet 
its influence is still guiding. We can all 
be stars to shine for Jesus if we love Him 
and serve Him. 

Third Baptist Church. 

Mr. Winchester, the pastor. selected as his 
Subject yesterday morning: “Thorns in the 
Flesh.’’ The text was II Cor. xii: 7, 8, 9. 

Said the preacher: The most fundamental 
kinship is that which springs from suffer- 
ing. One is at best but a clumsy helper in 
this world of sorrowy upon whose head the 
ordaining hand of affliction has not been 
laid. Suffering is the touch’ of nature 
which makes all the world akin, and this is 
why the Savior comes so near us, and His 
religion is so helpful. He does not stand 
without the circle of our. humanity, giving 
cold advice, but He stands beside us, he!p- 
ing, Suggesting, encouraging and comfort- 
ing. 

This is what makes the Bible such a vi- 
talizing book. It is written in the vernacu- 
lar of the heart, and may therefoye: be read 
by the heart. Paul, notwithstanding his 
lofty religious experience, had a thorn in 
the flesh. How rea] an illustration ¢c* every 
human life! The saying is, ‘‘A skeleton in 
the closet of every home;” this is equally 
true of every heart. Paul said the use of 
the thorn was that he might not be exalted 
above measure, and so, behind every thorn 
there is.a divine purpose. He prayed for its 
removal, and the prayer was unanswered— 
vet answered. Not in Paul’s way, but in 
God’s way. The thorn was not removed 
but he was given grace to bear it, and his 
subsequent teeling was that of thankful 
submission. 

If pain but press us toward God, let us 
bear it, and thank Him even for the thorn. 
“Nearerany God to Thee, 

Even though it be a cross that raiseth me.” 
First Christian Church. 

The subject of Dr. Williamson’s sermon 
was “Perfect Peace—How Attain It?’’ His 
text was Isaiah xxvi:3: ‘“‘Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace whose mind is stayed 
on Thee; because he trusteth in Thee.’’ In 
substance the speaker said: 

‘*‘Peace is a most beautiful word, convey- 
ing a most beautiful thought. It is some- 
thing which we shwuld pray for, work for 
and most eagerly seek to promote. Nation- 
al peace, family peace, church peace are 


the olive branch, the white flag and ihe 
gentle dove. One of the beautiful titles 
applied to Him of whom these Christmas 
days speak in every glad heart and from 
every joyous lip of childhood and of age is 
that of ‘Prince of Peace.’ Upon India’s 
Starlit plains the angel choir sung to listen- 
ing shepherds the heavenly anthem, ‘Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace 
and good will among men.’ In the midst 
of the beautiful beatitudes which makes 
the sermon on the mount the most wonder- 
ful that ever feil on human ears, is that 
which says ‘Blesseu are the peacemakers, 
for they shall be called the children of God.’ 
Christ’s life work was to bring the world 
into the highest harmony, to break down 
all prejudice and teach the ‘universal broth- 
erhood.’ 

“The peace for which we ought to pray 
and labor is not the peace of the grave- 
yard, nor that which arises from dullness 
and stupidity, nor that from a ‘scared con- 
science,” which has ceased to upbraid, but 
it is the peace of a soul—high-strung, sensi- 
tive, inteiligent and delicately reftined—in 
perfect accord with its truest development 
und highest environment. The ‘peace of 
God which passeth all understanding,’ the 
peace of perfect harmony of the soul at- 
tuned to the high key of celestial music 
and divine relationship. In his ‘Pax Vobis- 
cum,’ Henry Drummond beautifullv defines 
peace as ‘the mind at leisure from itseif; 
the perfect poise of the soul: the absolute 
adjustment of the inward man to the stress 
of all outward things; the preparedness 
against every emergency; the stability of 
assured convictions: the eternal calm hf 
an invulnerable faith; the repose of a heart 
Set deep in God. It is the mood of the man 
who says with Browning, ‘God’s in His 
heaven; all’s well with the earth.”’ 

“This peace is attainable, says the proph- 
et, by those whose ‘minds are staved 
Thee.’ It is the stayed mind that will know 
this peace. Not the darting meteor 
nor the electric’s fitful flash but 
the ‘adiance of the steady star 
guides the world. The science 
of navigation rests on the fixedness of 
pole star and the unvarying truthfulness 
the magnetic needle. We do not need 
needle in the sunlight and Starlight, but in 
the cloud and storm. The Science ‘of ‘true 
religion rests on the fixedness of the 
sun of righteousness and the heart’s 
being truly magnetized by the love of Christ 
as exhibited on the cross. of Cal- 
vary. If we would have this 
peace we must be Christ-like. In order t¢ 
become Christ-like we must think 
thoughts, love what He loves, follow in His 
footsteps and partake of His divine na. 
ture. I cannot, my heurers. Wish for you a& 
more truly joyous Christmas than the tito. 
ings contained in this beautiful benediction: 
‘The Lord biess thee and keen thas th :

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HIRE AT VALDOSTA. 


Over Forty Thousand Dollars’ Worth of 
Property Dastroyed. 


THE HARD WORK OF THE FIREMEN 


A Citizen Caught Under a Falling Wall 
and Seriously Injured—The Losses 
and Insurance. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
fhe most disastrous fire that has occurred 
at Valdosta in a number of years broke 
out here this morning at 2 o’clock, and in 
less than two hours, $40,000 worth of proper- 
ty went up in cinders and smoke. 

The alarm was sounded about 2 
o'clock and the firemen and citizens were 
reasonably prompt in reaching the scene, 
although the flames had gotten good head- 
way before anything could be done to check 
their progress. 

The flames were first discovered from one 
of the parlors of A. 8S. Pendleton’s whole- 
sale furniture store, over M. M. Caswell’s 
retail liquor department. Pendleton’s store 
is one of the largest in this section and 
covers four large floors, one a wholesale 
and retail grocery department. Down 
Stairs, and the other three over his grocery 
store, and over the two stories of M. M. 
Caswell, which are on the bottom floor 
of the building, two of Pendletou’s furni- 
ture rooms, with his finest furniture and 
carpets, were completely gutted, while Cas- 
well’s retail liquor room and his wholesale 
department were completely destroyed. 

Pendleton’s grocery store and furniture 
room up stairs suffered great loss from 
water, heat and the removal of goods. 
Pendleton’s loss is estimated at about 
$9,000, with $6,000 insurance in different com- 
panies. 

Caswell’s loss is stated at between twenty 
and .twenty-two thousand ‘dollars,’ with 
$4,500 insurance. 

Harvey & Harvey, druggists, ard Briggs 
& Sons, hardware merchant, sustained 
small losses which are fully covered by in- 
surance. 

Thomas’s Hardware Company 
was damaged slightly from the 
heat. 

During the progress of the fire, Mr. O. 
K. Jones, a prominent shoe merchant, 
tried to pass through the alley adjoining 
the burning building, and when a litt!e more 
than a half way through, the wall fell 
in crushing Mr. Jones against the Thomas 
Hardware Company building. A great gash 
was cut across his forehead, his left leg 
broken in several places, and his body, arms 
and elothing badly burned by the hot 
bricks. 

Mr. Frank Holden and another gentleman 
pulled him from under the debris, and med- 
ical attention was summoned. He is in a 
dangerous condition today, but there are 
hopes of his recovery. Had he been two 
feet further he would have been crushed 
to death instantly. 

Large crowds have gathered about the 
scene of the conflagration today. The 
burned buildings were owned by Mr. Marson 
Nelson and were valued at $10,000, with an 
insurance of $2,500. The buildings will be 
replaced by structures of more modern ar- 
chitecture, and Valdosta’s steady progress 
will be little affected by the fire, as great 
as the loss has been.

With climate advan- 
tages, cheap water power and raw material 
at first cost, all large-factories have made 
money and paid dividends. Mills in and 
around Augusta, make a splendid showing 
for the year just closing. The Augusta fac- 
tory, capital 600,000, paid 6 per cent dividend; 
Enterprise Manufacturing Company, capl- 
tal, $750,000, 6 per cent; Sibley Manufactur- 
ing Company, $1,000,000 capital, 6 per cent, 
King Manufacturing Company, capital 
$1,000,000, 6 per cent; Graniteville Manufac- 
turing Company, $600,000 capital, 10 per cent. 
The Langley Manufacturing Company has 
increased its capital during the year from 
$400,000 to $600,000 and will pay a semi-an- 
nual dividend of 3 per cent on increased cap- 
ital. The records of these mifs show that 
the south is the most inviting field for 
co.ton manufacturing, and the indicatiuns 
are that in the near future new factories 
will be started in this section.

Another Summer Christmas, 

Five years ago, when Henry Grady 
wrote an editorial on the ideal Christmas 
day of that year, he predicted that it 
would be a long time before there would 
be another like it. 

But when the editorial was just 
year old its author was laid to rest on 
Christmas day whose mild splendor was 
like a dream of summer. Then followed 
a third and a fourth anniversary with 
the same wonderful weather, and as we 
write these lines the indications point 
to a fifth Christmas as perfect and de- 
lightful as its. four predecessors. 

Is our climate changing’? It is a diffi- 
cult question to answer, but these five 
successive Christmas days would appear 
to sustain the position-of those who hold 
that our winters are growing milder. 


A Muddled Organ. 

The Montgomery Advertiser,. which 
seers to be edited very much at random, 
falls into great tribulation whenever 
anybody mentions the decline in values 
and prices. Whether The Advertiser is 
of the opinion that its connection with 
the Montgomery postoftice makes it in- 
cumbent on the editor to prevent the fall 
in prices by denying some plain facts 
and covering up others we do not know, 
but its capers are curious, to say the 
least. If it were possible for the Mont- 
gomery postmaster and his patronage 
organ to keep up prices by attacking the 
democrats of his own state or by misrep- 
resenting The Constitution we should 
feel inclined to wish them fod-speed, 
but the more the patronage organ mum- 
bles and mutters the lower prices go. 

The latest caper of The Advertiser is 
to quote from The Constitution some re- 
marks about the fall of prices since last 
December and to make the wholly un- 
wurranted statement that we were try- 
ing to show “that the present low price 
of cotton is due to the repeal of the 
Sherman silver makeshift.” Why should 
the Montgomery patronage organ de- 
scend to misrepresentation in this mat- 
ter? Is it because that paper is unable 
to face the facts of the situation? 

What The Constitution intended to 
show, and what it did show, was that 
the unconditional repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act has not 
arrested the fall in prices or relieved the 
situation. in the slightest degree, as its 

=? 


‘advocates declared that it would. Why 
should The Advertiser engage in a su- 
premely weak and silly effort to cover 
this fact up? There was but one arzgu- 
ment in favor of the unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman law, as The Adver- 


would relieve the situation, arrest the 
fall in prices and restore prosperity to 
the people. There was no warrant in 
the democratic platform for uncondi- 
tional repeal, but this fact was got over 
on the ground that the crisis placed fie 
whole matter above party politics. Tue 
argument was that repeal with a substi- 
tute carrying out the financial policy of 
the democratic party was out of the 
question—that only unconditional repeal 
would bring relief; The farmers were 
told that unconditional repeal would 
prevent a further fall in the prices of 
their products. 

It was the object of The Constitution 
to show that prices had declined even 
more rapidly since unconditional repeal 
than they had before. When, therefore, 
The Montgomery Advertiser says that it 
is our purpose “to make it appear that 
the present low price of cotton is due to 
the repeal of the Sherman silver make- 
shift” it descends to the silliest and most 
futile species of misrepresentatiop It 
carries this misrepresentation very far, 
but not so far that sensible men will 
fail to keep track of it. 

The patronage organ goes back to 1890 
to show that prices were falling then 
and that they have continued to fall 
since, and to that extent it walks into a 
trap which it has been trying to avoid. 
Prices have been falling since 1873, 
when the mints were closed to the free 
coinage of silver and they have been 
falling ever since. The Bland-Allison 
act was as futile as the Sherman pur- 
chase act, and both were the result of 
goldbug scheming—both were substitutes 
for free coinage bills, which world have 
restored silver to its old place as a 
money standard. The purehase acts 
tended to mitigate, but they did not ar- 
rest the fall of prices. 

The trap the patronage organ of Mont- 
gomery has fallen into is this: When 
it says that prices have been falling 
Since 1890, or since any other date, it 
means to say that the purchasing power 
of the dollar has been increasing. Last 
year a farmer could buy about $42 with 
a bale of cotton. This year he can buy 
only about S35. 

We leave the organ to flounder about 
in the puddle it has made, but we shall 
return on another occasion to the inter- 
esting facts connected with the fall of 
prices and the business depression.

Signs of the Times. 

The Farm, Field and Fireside, a paper 
whose circulation is mainly in the east, 
recently tested the views of its subseri- 
bers by a coupon ballot vote on the sil- 
ver question. 

The total vote was 20,392, and of this 
number 20,012 voted for the free coinage 
of silver. a 

We bave contended during the past 
four years that the east should be thor- 
oughly canvassed by democratic speak- 
ers who are able to present the finan- 
cial issues of the day in their true light. 
The vote taken’ by our agricultufal con- 
temporary shows that the farmers of 
New England are revolting against the 
goldbugs who have so long dominated 
that section. 

There is no reason why the democratic 
party should not rally the masses of the 
east around its standard.

NO RESU LTS FROM iT. 


The Conference in ‘Regard to Rates 
Didn't Amount to Anything. 

At the conference in regard to the future 
adjustment of rates, the Richmond and 
Danville and the East Tennessee were rep- 
resented and Commissioner Stahlman was 
present. 

The present rates were fully discussed and 
the idea the conference appeared to have 
in view was the consideration.of some plan 
of adjustment in regard to the rates from 
the east. The raw material from the south 
—eotton, for instance—goes much cheaper 
than the eotton cloth can be shipped back 
from the east for. 

“We only discussed the situation,” said 
Commissioner Stahlman. ‘In fact, that’s 
all we did. The rate on the raw material 
eastward bound is lower than the manu- 
factured stuff that is returned. The reason 
for this is very plain—in most instances. 
Take cotton; the raw material goes in 
greater bulk and larger quantity and is, 
therefore, easier to handle. Another thing, 
the value of the cotton in bales is far be- 
low the cloth that is sent back as the re- 
sult of the manufacturing process the raw 
material has gone through.’’ 

There will be a meeting in New Orleans 
on the llth of January of all the railroads 
interested in the adjustment of rates. Com- 
missioner Stahlman admits that in some 
instances there should be a satisfactory 
reduction, as a hardship is worked ia local 
instances, 


MADE A MOTION. 


Herron’'s Attorney Went Before Judge 
Clark Saturday in His Behalf. 

It was stated some time since that Her- 
ron’s attorney would make a-motion with 
the end in view of securing his client’s ulti- 
mate release. Judge Clark heard the mo- 
tion on Saturday.

ur. George E. Hoppie Defends Atlanta's 
Waterworks and Fire Chief 


HIS LETTER IN THE FINANCIAL NEWS 


He Answers a Communication from “Ingu- 
rance’’—W hat He Says About the 
Instance Cited, 


Mr. George E. Hoppie, of this city, has 
written a letter to The New York Finap- 
cial News in which he corrects a statement 
recently published in that journal retiecting 
upon the merits of Atlanta’s waterworks. 
‘The artivle referred to stated that the 
condition of affairs in this city in regard to 
the new waterworks was such as to war- 
rant an investigation by the insurance men, 
Mr. Hoppie defends the waterworks, the 
chief of Atlanta's fre department and in- 
cidentally speaks a good word for Atlanta, 
in his card which is as follows: 

“In your issue of December 
the heading of ‘Insurange,’ you 
following 

“"The conditicn of the new waterworks 
in the city of Atlanta is said to justify 
an investisation cn the part of the insur- 
unce companies having interests in that 
city. At one timé recently no adequate 
pressure was on the hydrants for severai 
hours, and the old*waterworks for some 
reason were not putin use. A fire occurred 
in the dwelling sectic n just at this time, 
and the loss wus considerable.’ 

“Il am satisfied you will correct an unin- 
tentional -wrong speedily and give it as 
wide a field as the wrong committed. ‘There 
is nothing wrong with the new \./aterworks 
and nothing to eXecite the fear among in- 
surance companies over the policies now 
carried in this city. 

“On the occasion to which you make rel- 
ence one of the enyines at the works was 
urdergoing some small remedy or repair 
and the old works were in operation. 

“A slight break took place one morning 
in one of the mains leading to the city, 
from the old’ works, and .it was at this 
time the tire occurred. The residence that 
caught on fire was a negro shanty and the 
damage sustained did not exceed fifty or a 
hundred dollars. 

“It would have been impossible for a seri- 
ous fire to have taken place for two reas- 
ons. First: Only a short period was re- 
quired to repair the break mentioned. Sec- 
ondly: The new works with the one en- 
gine unimpaired could have been put into 
service at short notice. 

“The new works are now in operation 
and the old works are also in condition to 
be operated, consequentiy the insurance 
compunies, and Atlanta people, are well 
protected. The new plant is superb and 
fully adequate to pour the Chattahoochee 
river into the city if necessary. Aside from 
the esteemed new plant, Atlanta possesses 
a superior fire department and a model 
chief. 

“Y believe this fact is well known among 
the insurance people in your city but not 
possibly to many of your subscribers. There 
is certainly no inefliciency in the fire depart- 
ment or anything connect®d therewith that 
might cause concern as isicharged in other 
places, notably in the city Of Baltimore. 

“‘Atlanta’s fire chief can smell a fire as 
quick and as effectiveiy as you do a piece 
of fimancial news. Usually it is considered 
an honor to the person who occupies the 
position of chief of the fire department of 
a city. In this city the man honors the of- 
fice. He is a self-made man and has grad- 
Ually gained his way to fame and now oc- 
cupies a position in the hearts of the peo- 
ple that only true merit can attain. 
through his untiring interests 
che fire department has reached a 
high standard, and he has made the teeth 
of the water department chatter at the 
slightest lack of responsive ability. 

‘“‘In a few more weeks Fulton county will 
want to float an issue of bonds amounting 
to $200,000 for improvement to the present 
court house and a new jail. Fulton county 
is virtually’ Atlanta, and when the bonds 
are presented to the financial world the first 
obstacle that might present itself would be 
a critwwism of the waterworks and the fire 
department. Life is too short to have to 
stop for explanation at a time when Atlanta 
may want to take another step progressive, 
therefore, a correction from you now would 
be eminently correct and ‘“‘a stitch in time.” 
I have no personal interest for or against 
the prisoner at the bar, I only have an hum- 
ble pride in the city of Atlanta.”

Fresh developménie@ are constantly com- 
ing to light whi¢h illustrate the hypocrisy 
of the late Majér Charles Arnold and the 
cleverness with ‘which he kept it concealed. 

One instance jhas just got to the public 
ear and not ome of his deeds is deserving 
of severer cengure. Major Arnold had the 
confidence of ghose who knew him in an 
exceptional dé@égree. Being a German, he 
was especialfy trusted, by the people of 
his own racg. 

Among those who knew Arnold was a Mrs. 
Brookman, @ German lady, tnrifty and in- 
dustrious, who has been in this country 
but a short’ while. She has not lived. here 
long enough to conquer the defect of speech 
occasioned ‘by her nationality, and could 
talk but little English. She had saved up 
$400 by ecofiomical living and wishing to de- 
posit it in a bank, she went to one of the 
banking imstitutions of the city. 

She spoke but imperfect English and could 
not make? herself -understood clearly. She 
is very sensitive on the subject of her Eng- 
lish and ‘fancying the receiving teller was 
making fun of her, she took her money and 
left the bank. She went to Major Arnold 
with her story and asked him fer advice, 
He stated to her that it was too small a 
matter ‘to worry about; that he had $4,000 
in one bank and his daughter had $2,000 in 
another. He volunteered to deposit the 
money; for her and save her the trouble 
if she cared to entrust him with the mis- 
sion. 

Mrs., Brookman was very grateful for the 
major’s kindness and turned her money 
over to him. A few days later she had need 
of a small sum of money and she called 
upon him, and -he told her that he had a 
bill of a few hundred dollars due him the 
next (day and if she could wait he could 
get it and not disturb her bank account. 
A feav days after this, while she was still 
waiting, Major Arnold died. After his death 
she — to his residence to see about 
getting her money, and was told that the 
major had dfed penniless and that the fur- 
nit@re in his residence belonged to his 
solf#in-law. The widow is without her money 
an} has no prospects of getting it. 

“Mhat Arnold did with the money he de- 
frguded people of is a question that no one 
cag’ settle. He left nothing at his d«@th and 
apparently lived within his means. His style 
off living was unpretentious. One of his 
cf®sest friends has suggested :that the 
Igoney went for hush: money. This friend 
Says that Arnold came to Atlanta with the 
laonest intention of living an honest life. 
Mhis intention h.* would have carried out 
had he not been discovered by one or more 
‘men from his old home who Knew his past 
record. They threatened him with exposure 
“if they were not paid to Keep quiet. The 
*friend states that Arnold was forced to 
again become dishonest in order to prevent 
the discovery of his former dishonesty. This 
theory is a very plausible one and one that 
Arnold’s friends firmly believe in. 

Mr. John Farson, a prominent Chicago 
broker, knew Arnold well in Chicago, and 
was associated with him in business there. 
He says of Arnold’s Career there: e 

“T remember Arnold well. I was bookkeep- 
er for Kean & Co. at the time Arnold was 
assistant cashier. Arnold had e¢harge of 
Kean’s personal accounts and signed his 
name to checks for $4,000 or $5,000—we never 
could find out the exact amount. I worked 
nights for a week going through Arnold’s 
books. When I had conclusive evidence of 
his guilt I called him into a back room ana 
accused him of embezzling. He denied it 
indignantly. I took him over to Pinkerton’s, 
where he broke down and confessed. He 
was sent to Joilet for one year. 

“The American Surety Company, which 
furnished his bond, made good Mr. Kean’s 
loss, and when Arnold was released took 
him to Atlanta and secured him a good 
position—a rather unusual proceeding. It 
came out that Arnold, who was a vestry- 
man in St. Andrew’s church at Washington 
boulevard and Robey street, had been steal- 
ing the contributions. I lost track of him 
after he went to Atlanta.”

Our local weather man was at church 
yesterday, and we cannot give him for 
authority for the prophecy that today’s 
weather will be fine. But every indication 
points to a glorious day. With perfect 
weather, Christmas day, 1893, will be one 
of merriment and pleasure. 

The coming of Christmas was apparent 
all last week. It Was in the etmosphere, 
and it was announced by the presence in 
large numbers of shoppers on the streets. 
Saturday night it was apparent to the most 
shallow observer that Christmas had come. 
The streets were crowded as they have 
rarely been crowded before—crowded with 
noisy, good natured throngs. of ladies, men 
and children. There were @ few drunks, 
but they were harmless. But few finstances 
of serious disorder occurred: 

The fireworks and noise of Saturday night 
were suspended during yesterday, and the 
day was quiet and peaceful. Nevertheless, 
there was a suppressed Christmas air about 
everything. There was a buoyancy about 
the people on the streets and a brightness 
in the homes that the recurrence of the 
day calls forth. 

This morning thousands of little ones in 
the city will spring -~gut of bed and rush 
eagerly to the mantle where they hung 
their stucking last night, to see what 
Santa Claus has brought them. Many of 
them will find their bright hopes fulfilled; 
others will awaken to find cruel disap- 
pointment in store for them. 

The stocking of the orphans twill not be 
neglected. The proceeds of the newspaper 
men’s benefit Saturday night have assured 
the fatherless ones who were dependent 
upon organized charity for support of a 
joyous Christmas. Last night every one 
of the sixty and more inmates of the Home 
for the Friendless hung up their Christmas 
stocking, and when they awaken this morn- 
ing they will find them bulging with good 
things. The good ladies of the home will 
see to it that the children are well sup- 
plied with good things, and the people of 
Atlanta who bought tickets to the news- 
paper men’s entertainment may have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they @vere not 
giving their money to an empty sentiment. 
If they could see the joy and brightness 
they have brought to the little orphans, 
they would feel many times repaid. The 
children of each of the other orphan homes 
of the city will enjoy a merry Christmas. 

The sick people at the Grady hospital, 
who are there upon the charity of the city, 
will not be forgotten. A number of ladies 
have undertaken to see that. the sick ones 
enjoy as merry a Christmas as their cir- 
cumstances will allow, and they have made 
preparations to this end. These ladies have 
made a collection of fruits and confections 
which they will distribute this afternoon. 
Almost two wagon loads of good things 
was contributed for this purpose. The la- 
dies will go to the hospital about 3 o’clock, 
and will decorate the charity wards with 
holly and mistletoe. They will then sing 
a number of Christmas carols, after which 
the fruits and confections will be distrib- 
uted. 

These same ladies will see to it that the 
worthy poor not cared for in the hospitals 
are not forgotten. To the extent of their 
power they will send relief to the needy. 

The city will wear its holiday dress today. 
Most of the stores will be closed, and a 
deafening racket of fireworks may be ex- 
pected. The school children and the busi- 
ness men and working men of all kinds 
are free and noise and fun may be expected. 

Hundreds of people will be made happy 
by receiving handsome presents from their 
friends. All. day yesterday the express 
wagons were running. delivering the pack- 
ages from distant relatives and friends. 
The big wagons rumbled up to many a 
door during the day, and going away, left 
happiness behind. 

Let everybody have a merry Christmas. 


HE KILLED THE NEGRO 


Who Was Rushing at Him with an 
Open Knife. 


Savannah, Ga.,. December 24.—(Special.)— 
News of a killing, which may lead to a 
riot or some serious difficulty, was brought 
in today from Ellabelle, about twenty-one 
miles from Meldrim, on the Lyon’s branch 
of the Savannah and Western railroad. A 
negro, a Scuffletonian from North Caroli- 
na, whose name was not ascertained, was 
killed yesterday morning by James Powell, 
at Lillan, a small station near Ellabelle. 
Powell owns a turpentine farm there and 
the negro was in his employ. They had 
some dispute over the negro’s wages and 
the negro broke in on Powell several times 
and Powell threw him out of the room. 
The negro broke in again and this time with 
a knife in his hands. As soon as he was 
inside the door Powell raised a Winchester 
rifle and killed him instantly. 

The coroner of the county held an inquest 
and exonerated Powell. The dead negro 
was buried by the other negroes with much 
solemnity at 10 o’clock last nigh. and reso- 
lutions were passed by them condemning 
Powell and every member of the coroner’s 
jury, three of whom were negroes. The ne- 
gro’s brother threatens vengeance on Pow- 
ell and all the members .of the jury and 
fears are entertained that there will be 
some bloodshed. The negroes are very 
-nuch worked up over the «illing and it has 
been found necessary to take every prvcau- 
t.on to prevent violence. 


ACCIDENT AT 


AMERICUS,, 


A Winchester Accidently Discharged 
and a Negro Killed. 
Americus, Ga., December 24.—(Speciai.)— 
Americus comes to the front with the first 
Christmas accident. This afternoon at 4 
o'clock Mr. McIntosh, an employe of the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery rail- 
road, was handling a Winchester rifle. A 
negro train hand came up and in some un- 
Known way the gun was accidentally dis- 
charged, the ball passing through the ne- 

gro’s heart, killing him instautly. 

It is the same old story of not knowing 
the gun was loaded. The accident occurred 
at the ‘‘SSam’’ depot. The inquest as yet has 
not Seen held® but it is supposed Mclntosh 
will be exonorated from any criminal in- 
tent, as the killing seems to have been pure- 
ly accidental.

Monroe, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)—Os- 
car Carter, a well-to-do business man of 
Monroe, was shot and killed last night by 
Policeman Arnold.

He was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Clay & Carter, grocers, 
here and at other points. 


STARVED TO DEATH. 


Three Persons in Pittsburg Die from 
Hunger and Exposure. 
Pittsburg, Pa., December 24.—Within the 
past twenty-four hours three deaths have 
occurred in this vicinity from starvation. 
Their names were 
Austrian, aged sixty years, died in Pitts- 
burg at 6 oclock this morning; Mary Weiss- 
man, daughter of Henry Weissman, of 
Allegheny, aged three years; Mrs. Dicca 
Arthur, a widow, aged fifty years, died 
yesterday at Homestead. In the case of 
Dominitk, it was developed at the coroner's 
inquest that he, with about forty other 
Hungarians, Italians and Austraians, lived 
together, each man doing his own cooking.

Judge Calhoun Talks About the Easy Gra- 
dationsiby Which a Youth Goes to the 
Gutter and Becomes a Criminal. 


It is not to be wondered at if Recorder 
Andy Calhoun becomes reflective and phi- 
losophical in studying the police records of 
a year, as he has been doing for a day or 
two in a search of such practical sugges- 
tions as may offer themselves for his annual 
report to council. 

A year’s police records contains. ample 
matter for reflection and philosophy; in 
fact, a better equipment for the study of 
moral ethics could not be found. The 
records contain the personal history of over 
a hundred men, and illustrate by what 
easy gradation a man goes from easy re- 
spectability to the gutter. The present 
Christmgs finds numbers of the old stock- 
ade pets nearer complete degradation, by 
far, than they were a year ago. 

3ut the phrase of the police court records 
that stimulates most thought is that con- 
cerntng the youngsters who are frequenters 
cf yolice courts.

“We are bound to have a reformatory, 
and that soon,’’ said he. ‘‘Universal: public 
opinion demands it. Anybody can see the 
need of it. The people are getting educat- 
ed up to it, and just now public opinion is 
ripe for it. I think the state should have a 
reformatory, but if Georgia will not build 
one, Why I think Atlanta ought to lead off, 
and when we demonstrate the good to be 
done by such an institution, the state will 
not be long in joining hands with us. 

“Very few people Know the number of 
young boys there are in this city who are 
frequently before me. I think it would be 
an entirely safe estimate to say that dur- 
ing this year J have had at least three 
hundred, and these are not merely accident- 
al visitors, but are depraved youngsters 
who are steadily traveling downward. 

“The gradation of the youthful criminal 
is easy. First a policeman finds a ten or 
tweive-year-old- boy, who has slipped away 
from home, sleeping in a goods box. I let 
him go, on his tearful promise never to do 
it again. Next I get him for throwing 
rocks or jumping off a moving street car. 
And then it is not long until he is up for 
stealing some little article. 

‘*There is nothing to do but to send them 
to the stockade; society must be rid of 
them; but at the stockade they are thrown 
into soctety of the most degraded offenders 
and learn habits that carry them swiftly 
along the road to the penitentiary. There is 
no exception, a term in the stockade un- 
failingly leaves a boy far worse than be- 
fore. Now, if these boys could be sent 
somewhere where they could be given good 
moral training, taught self-respect, and 
some valuable work, they might be saved 
to society.”’ 

Numerous instances might be cited to 
prove the correctness of Recorder Calhoun’s 
statement. Several youngsters familiar to 
the public illustrate the tendency to moral 
degradation of a term in the city stockade. 
It remains to be seen what will be done in
